amount of the insurance shall be payable to her
or her trustee for her own use and benefit, free
from the control, disposition or claims of her

usband and of the person effecting or assign-
ing such insurance, and from the claims of their
respective representatives and creditors. But if
the annual premium on &ny such policy shall
exceed the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars
and is paid by any person with intent to defraud
his creditors, an amount equal to the premiums
so paid in excess of said sum, with interest
thereon, shall inure to the benefit of such credit-
ors, subject, however, to the statute of limita-
tions. ‘The amount of any such insurance may
be made payable, in case of the death of such
married woman before the period at which it be-
comes due, to her children, or to their guardian
for their use, if under age, or to any other person
as shall be provided in the policy. In such case
the receipt of such married woman or of such chil-
dren, or of their guardian, if minors, shall dis-
charge the insurance corporation from all further
liability therefor. The provisions of this section
shall apply to all insurance on lives effected be-
fore the passage of these statutes.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
